4.— .Vn Interesting de- 
ci.siou regarding e.\lrndition wa.s render- 
ed liore today ;;i tiio case oi: Louid 
Uoliou, of New Vorlj, wanted _m that 
city l^or stealing diaiuouds. Cohen's at- 
torney applied fur a writ jif habeas cor- 
pus ou tho grouuds that Cohen's arrest 
luid been made illegiiUy, no warrant 
being iu esisteuce at tlie time. Coben 
was arrested on August 27, and tbo war- 
rant was issued next day, on whicb Lo 
lias since Iteen held.

1 then started up- 
stairs, anil Williams began shooting." 

Tliu lirst sliot siiallered iMarriott's left 
log below the knee and he fell to tbe 
steps. be roiled to the bottom of tbo 
stairs two more bullets struck him. One 
cut through tbe thigh, a few inches be- 
low the hip, pa»siug clear through tho 
leg. Tho other struct: him in the right

Ijondon, Sept. 4. — In resiwnso to a tel- 
egram from tbo Associated JPress, Evy- 
lyii Baldwin has telegrapbed to the As- 
sociated Press an explanation of tbo 
cause ot bis failure to reach the Pole, 
and tbo cause of his dispute with Capt. 
.lohannsen, of tho America, otc, as fol- 
lows: 

"Tromsoc, Norway, Sept. 4.— The pub- 
lic has been deceived by false reports 
regarding tho expedition. Nearly every 
member bas been faitbfal, and my com- 
rades ought, and must, derive due credit 
for their work in establishing large do- 
pots at Camp Ziegler during March, 
uVpril and May. Sometimes they had to 
traverse tbe same route ten times. Fifty 
sleighs were destroyed in this work. 
Open sea near tbo depot at Toplitz bay 
prevented us from reaching the Duke of 
Abruzzi's beaiUiuarters, and poor ice 
continuing in 1901 prevented us from es- 
tablishing depQts..north of SO degrees 'SI 
minutes. Then in this conhectiuu tho 
death of half our dogs nncessitated the 
postpouoment of going to tbo Pole. 
'Nothing favored returning via Greou- 
land. 

"I believe the record of being farthest 
north could bavo been broken, hut it 
would have exhausted our supplies and 
destroyed the hope of finally reaching tbo 
Pole. 

"Sailing 'Master .Tobannsen's demands 
to become tbe America's captain were 
uuteuablo and unbearable, llis threat, 
IDecember 15, to take possession of tbe 
ship as captain, and deal Avitli tlio crew 
iu accordance with bis own will, •might 
have spoiled tho expcditiou's plan, if eu- 
forced. Tho ice pilot, as well as the lirst 
I mate, who had long experience in il'ohir 
' ice, were entitled to recognition. 

"■Tobannsen's refusal to obey the ice 
pilot's orders, and Ms declared unwill- 
ingness to take the advice of my repre- 
sentatives ou tbo sleigh expedition, to- 
gether with other well-founded reasons, 
stated to tbe United States consul now 
here, caused his discbarge and the pi-o- 
miition of three of his counti^meu, who 
all followed 'mo in the sleigli expedition 
and obeyed with pleasure the orders giv- 
en by my representatives and ice pilot. 
I Signed) Baldwin."

such a jKjrson iusult, by a calumny of 
this nature, tho successor of tho groat 
living Tvho said: 'Everyone is entitled to 
obtain blessedness in his OTvn, fashion.' 
The second misaivrehension ' Goosists in 
the fact that this tear is kept alive that 
their' racial pcciiliacitles and traditions 
are to be esterpated. - That is not so. 
The kingdom of Prusfeia is composed of 
lu.iuy races, who are proud of their for 
mer history and their individuality 
This, however, does not prevent them 
from being first of all good Prussian.^ 
It should he the same here. Traditions 
iimi recollectious may live iu peace, hut 
they belong to history, to the past. This 
day we recognize only Prussians here, 
and 1 owe it to tho labors ot my foru- 
fatiicrs l-o see that tlus province shall 
remain irrevocably bound to tho I'rus- 
sian monarchy and that it shall, how- 
ever, he good Prussian and good Ger- 
man." .

A CA^'ADIAN NEWS SERVICE. 

Sir Ediiiund Biirton has not boon very 
long in Canada. But flurinf? the time 
ie has been here ho has evidently been 
■reading the 'Canadian newspapors. What 
lio has diseoverod tlioro in the sliiipe of 
so-called British news has filled his mind 
at once with the immediate necessity for 
a Cniindi.iii news service independent of 
the peculiar mixture of fact and fiction 
■which the American palate demands as 
■European news. Canada is a long-suE- 
forinK country. For two years and i 
half the only telej,'raphic news -we re- 
ceived concerning the progress of a long 
and costly -war was ne'ws colored and 
distorted by openly displayed pro-Boer 
sympathies. The Associated Press 
tele;,'ranis are not di>sif;nadly directed to 
the alienation of Canada from the Brit- 
ish Empire, but if tliey ■were, they could 
hnrdly aceo'mplish more than they do 
towards that end. Sir Edmund Barton 
Jinds himself presented in the newspa- 
per press of Canada with a curious an- 
omaly. Its news columns, so far as they 
cont.nin telegraphic matter from Europe, 
are built up out of every scrap of news 
\vhich win -lorify tlm l.'iiiteil States, par- 
ticularly if this can he doue with a dash 
of hostile ridicule directed towards Great 
iBritiiin. One remarltable instance oc- 
curred recently. "We had long desijatoh- 
fs every day about the -Morgan steam- 
ship combine, and the submissive terror 
"With -which it was received in Europe, 
and especially in Groat Britain. No ivord 
<.'nnio to US of any counter move beini' 
made, althoiigli it w;is a matter for the 
initiation of which Canada might well 
take some credit, until it ■was mentioned 
incidentally for the express purpose of 
throwing ridicule updii it. 1'lie des- 
patches were full of loni,' interviews 
wfth people connected -with tlie iM-<jrgan- 
ized shipping, pointing out how jmjjos- 
siblo it -n-as for the Britisli Empire to 
combat Mr. Morgan's design to monopo- 
lize Atlantic shipping, but contained not 
one -word of -what ivas actually being 
done. These are merely specific in"- 
stauces of a universal' tone and atti- 
tude. So that, as we have said, Sid Ed- 
mund Barton has fdund himself con- 
fronted with a, no doubt to him, sur- 
prising anomaly in the Canadian news- 
papers, namely, a press universally loyal 
and patriotic to the core, obliged to pub- 
lish news ■which it is impossible to free 
from bias, or to render accurate. As 
an outsider, capable of reading the news 
understandingly, aud able to bring the 
touchstone of linowledge to its test, this 
peculiarity of tho present news service in 
.'Canada ■n-ould strike Sir Edmund Bar- 
ton more forcibly than one of our own 
people, whom custom has made callous, 
und who are accustomed to extract the 
oars of fact from tho chaff of prejudice, 
hy a process of elimination an outsider 
could not be expected to master iutuitive- 
Jy. "\Vc are ^'lad that Sir Edmimd Bar- 
ton has drawn attention to this matter, 
glad also that its importance was not 
overlooked at tho Colonial Ollice, and wo 
liope that before very long steps will bo 
taken to remove this grave disability 
Tinder which we labor. ■ .

The number- and eeverity of the labor 
disputes at present going on in the Unit- 
ed 'States appear -to mark the culmina- 
tion of a -period of great industrial infla- 
tion. Th^"! last severe industrial and 
financial crisis in the United States oc- 
curred in 1S03. That is not so long ago 
that many of us have i}ot a very distinct 
recolleftion of the phenomena which ac- 
companied it. 'Credit and confidence 
were completely destroyed. Property of 
nil kinds ceased for the time being to 
have any excbangeahle TalaOrj.and there 
was widespread suffering imiongst all 
classes of the community. Tho violence 
of the storm was only equalled by its 
short duration. A period of recupora 
tion set in, during which lihe-LpTodaction 
of wealth' in the United "States increased 
enormously, its export trade ■wont up by 
leaps and bounds, and a favorable bal- 
ance of trade was annually piled up, 
which speedily gave the iTJnitod States 
an ample supply of the yellow metal to 
moot all currency requirements, oven af- 
ter silvoc had heen definitely and finally 
abandoned. Natnrally this was a period 
of a progressl^re rise in iirices, and of .the 
increase of the money value of property 
of all kinds. Internal trade prospered, 
the standard of liviui: imin-oved, 
and a golden era of uninterrupted pros- 
perity appeared, to have dawned in tho 
United 'States. As soon, however, as 
the balance of trade began to consist of 
enormous sums of money which could 
not be absorbed in the currency system 
of the country with advantage, symp- 
toms of a disquieting nature began to 
appear. -\ good deal Avas disposed of in 
tho creation of credits aliroad, the liiiuid- 
ation of debts owed abroad, the expousee 
01 traveling Amencans, and the ropur- 
chnse on the stoclt exchange of -Ameri- 
can railway and industrial stocks held 
abroad. But in spite of these methods^ 
of alleviation, prices continued to risej and that buyer

The AViunipeg Commercial contains 
tho iollowiug interview with Mr. K. M. 
I'almer: 

It. M. r.ilnier, fruit oomuussiouer and 
freight rale commissionc!" of British 
iColumbia, was busy early this week su- 
periutotidiug the arrangements for tho 
e-xhibit of British Columbia fruit at 
tho Western Horticultural exhibition. 
The stage of the Auditorium rink was 
assigned to British Columbia. 

i.Mr. Palmer says that everything in 
tho line of fruit is good in British Col- 
umbia this season, the yield will be 
about five times as much as -we had last 
year, and we couhl market fully five 
times as much as we have for oxiwrt. 

1 cannot say at present whether we 
shall ship to 'NVianipeg this year, it de- 
iPends entirely on the consumption of the 
'Xorthwest Territories. The present out- 
look is that that trade will more than 
absorb all wo have to supply, particular- 
ly in the matter of apples. 

AVo had a fine market in the Terri- 
itories last season auj the increaso of 
population since then has of course ex- 
tended it. 

'J'ho crop of peaches lias been especial- 
ly line this year. Of course the acreage 
ai pi-eseiil in peach orchards is sinall, 
but it is rapidly iucreaBiug in tho South- 
ern Okanagaii district, aud also iu tho 
'Siinilkameen Valley, which is. admir- 
ably adapted lor peach culture, but 
which is not as yet accessible by rail, 
hut -we hopo it will lie in the very near 
future, 

\\'o shipped a large (luautity of slraw- 
ln'irics to the Northwest this season, 
but I do not think any came east of 
-Moose .law. We found almost too ready 
a sale for llinn, as be.vi'i-:; '.voulil take 
anytliiug called a strawlH-rry, and this 
is apt to make careless growers. How- 
ever, AVe trust by another season that 
we will liave larger unautities to sliil 
will show more dis- 
liave sovoral small val 



to eonnnand cn<irn;ous prices for their 
produi-ts, but they have all been capital- 
ized at such a price as to make tlio ex- 
ceptional profits derivable from these 
prices return no more than a very moder- 
ate dividend upon their exchange quota- 
tions. And, as all commodities have 
gone up in price, tliose Avhich tho manu- 
facturer use-s as well as those which ho 
sells, it has become increasingly difflcuU 
to maintain tlio righ profits on -which 
the caiiitalization of those enterprises 
was based. A new feature has man- 
ifested itself, as indeed it was bound to 
do sooner or later, namely, a discovery 
by the general body of tho poople, and 
particularly by tho A\-age-earnera, that 
an era of high prices means an increase 
in the cost of living. So that if the 
money rato of their remuneration re- 
mains Avhat it was ijofore, they are not 
only receiving no advantage, but actual- 
ly being placed at a disadvantage by the 
apparent unlimited profperity in the in- 
dustrial world. On tho other hand, the 
compensatory increase in the Avages 
fund, which would naturally remedy 
this without disturbing the equilibrium 
of industry, has all been a»*<icipated by 
the necessity of providing a moderate 
rate of interest tipon the mllated capit- 
alization to Avhich most industries have 
been subjected, llence employers find it 
impossible to grant demands for increas- 
ed wages or shorter hours, without elim- 
inating profits upon excessive capitaliza- 
tion. This appears to ho the explana- 
tion of the appearanc.e at a time of un- 
exampled prosperity, of so many serious 
disputes between labor aud capital. The 
moral to be drawn is, that high prices 
may indicate prosperity, but can never 
of themselves cause prosperity. What 
the result may he in the United States 
it is impossible to predict. Tho limita- 
tion of profits Avotild cause a tihriukage 
of values, and c~onse(iueiit loss of con- 
fidence and danger of panic. On the 
other hand, incessant strilses and inter- 
ruptions in production seem fairly cer- 
tain tn bring iibnut tho same result by 
slightly different ni'Mins. In cither case, 
it looks as though industry in tho Unit- 
ed States is, at the present time, in a 
condition of unstoble equilibrium, invit- 
ing a crisis of some kind hefore a very 
l(jiig time has elapsed.

One dilficulty avo 
labor under this year is shortage of help 
Tho fruit comes in with a rush, and it 
is very dilllcnlt to get a sufflcient num- 
ber of pickers and packers. 

Asked as to the x>ut]ook for butter in 
British Columhia,' Mr. Palmer said: "A 
great deal of Dominion government N 
W. creamery butter is going on tho Brit 
ish Columbia market, eliiefly for the 
Xortliern and mining camp trade, and 
understood from -Mr. Marker, dairy su- 
lie.riiilendeiit at Calgary, that prices had 
lieVii very satisfactory. Our own output 
■of butter has greatly increased thi 
son, severiil new cre.-inipries having 
been erected, ,'ind the season has been 
lougi'r, the ]iasturagc having remained 
green and lush right through the Slim- 
mer, which is unusual. The in-ice cut 
ting among local creameries that was -so 
disastrous to trade in the sin-iug arosi 
from a desire on the part of the vcrious 
creameries to capture the Victoria mar- 
ket. The three creameries on the Island 
have practically captured their home 
market, and I do not think it will hap 
pen again- But our local made Avill uu

A net work of twisted pipes and grim 
rows of scorched and blackened brick 
pillars arising from a mass of smolder- 
ing embers contiuetl by the still standing 
brick walls' of tho basement, was all 
that remained at S o'clock yesterday 
morning of the Mount Baker hotel, 
which but two short hours before stood 
the complete, elegantly furuishcd and 
capably managed hostelry known to til 
travelers from one end of the coutiueut 
to the other. The work of the devouring 
ileiiieut was ra;)id'nud complete. At 
iiboiit (i.,'i() the lire was discovered, and 
shortly after S there was uothiag left 
(1 the largo building except the base- 
iiient walls aud brick pillars. 

Xi about r,..W the Chluaiuiiu, iis was 
his (.iisioiii, -.vout up to the barkeeper, ,1. 
lOsiioiil's room, to call him, having pre- 
viously lit thf kitchen lire. Mr. .Ksnouf 
slates that before he got out of bed he 
heard a crackling noise, but paid no at- 
li'Ulioii to it, ihiiikiug that it was the 
wiuil rattling ilie curtain against the 
wiinlow. His room was in the attii, 
and I'lo.se to a small gable window in the 
s.ialherii end of the building. 'I'lie iron 
slark fnnii tlie kitidieii projected above 
ihe roof ill this point. While dressing 
JCsiiiuif noticed that the souiid increased, 
and growing alarmed looked iiin im,, the 
hall way and saw that tire was cdiiiing 
through the southern. end of tlie Iniildiu;.'. 
Tho other barkeeper, ,1. l'iigi;le, slept 
further along the hallway, and was 
aroused about the same tuue. The latter 
states that when he arrived at 'Esnouf's 
door he saw the flames which soeuied 
to he eliinliing the outside of the 
building, under the eaves, blow in at 
the gable window. Both young men 
rushed for the chemical lire e.-ctiaguish- 
ers, and tried to stop the progress of the 
lliinies at the same time giving what 
ahirm tliey could. l'"iniiiiig that the lire 
e.Miuguishors madi! little ur no inipres- 
siiiii on the blaze, they ceased their ef- 
forts, and aroused .Mr. \'irtno, wlio 
iiuiiieilialely look in liainl the arousing 
of the sllll sleeping guests, ;ni,| nt the 
same lime teleiilioiied to town for the 
lire brigade. 

'U'''ive minutes after we got to work 
after the lire was lirst discovered," said 
d'"iiggle, '1110 whole end of the attic 
burst oat in tiame, and in no time the' 
whole lldor was ulire. Then we tiiriieil 
our attention to awakening the guests 
and getting their clfects out, after which 
the furnishings on the lower tloor were 
looked after. The lire departnicnt must 
have arrived very shortly after the alarm 
was rung in, as they had done a lot of 
work , in clearing out the lower tloors 
wheu we lirst iiotice<t thein. The lire, 
I think, arose from a spark from the 
cbimiiey, and from the hold it seemed 
to liave on the liuilding when lirst no- 
ticed 1 think it must have been siiiiildor- 
ing for a long liiiii,-. I don't think it 
cdiild have got such a headway in iho 
sliorl interval belwceii the time the 
Chinaman lit the kitchen lire and when 
he called us. .\nd it could nut have been 
wires as all the electric comieclioiis 
were made at tlio baid: of the buililing, 
ami on the lirst lloor." 

I.\lr. \'irlue said: "I was aniiised 
about a (]iiarler to seven by the call of 
lire, and rushed up in the attic where 
it was localed. We did what we icoiild 
with the lire exlingiiisbers, lull there 
was «iuite a brisk breeze blowing, and 
I saw that so far as we were concerned 
there was uo good trying to stop the 
blaze. We immediately telephoned for 
the firemen, and coinraoneed to get the 
guests and their belongings out. In this, 
we were, I think, very successful, as the 
only one whose loss i ihink amounts to 
very niiiili was -Mrs. Ladd, of Portland, 
wliiise room was in tlie top store.v, and 
I am afraid she has lost everything. 
Till' tire department iiiiswercd tiie call 
very |ir( uiipt ly, but a cli'-'inical engine 
could not do much in siich a case. The 
men and neighbors worked to save what 
tlic\- coulii, but pracl icallv everytliiug

Resumption of Smelting Brings 
' Prosperous Times to the 



Great Results are Expected 
From Extensloin of the . 
Great Northern. 



Increasea proiiperlty in. the iiouiuiary 
district and a better feeliug amoug mm- 
me men than has existed for some time 
past is reiwrted by JS. Oliver, ^yho 
ihas just returned to Spokane from a 
trip to Greenwood, B. O. Th© startup' 
of the Mother Lode smelter at Greeu- 
iwood. Wednesday, and the preparation 
of the iSunset smelter at Boundary Falls 
to' Wow in the first of next week have 
put new life into the district. 

According to "Mr. Oliver, the two fea- 
tures nrost dlrcc-tJy responsible for the 
good feeling prevailing among BoiiTidnry 
people are tho fuel and the railrou' 
situation. Referring to the former ho 
said: "Tho settlement of the i;oul niiiio 
troubles iu tho Femie district means 
u Kroiit (leal to these mines, na tlio smel- 
ters depend entir^ely upon 'uel from there 
to operate. They cannot ship colce fi'om 
any nKire distant repion and work at 
a i>rorit. 

••The sottlemoiit now made with tho 
workers does_ not profess to be perman- 
ent, but wo 'hope to see u linal scttle- 
uiont reached without any further sus- 
pension of work. Unless there is more 
trouble iu this regard the smelters oiisht 
to be able to keep goinij veithout any 
more shut-downs. 

"One furnace was started going at the 
Greenwood smelter last Wednesday i^n 
the first arrival of coke, and another 
will start iu a few days. As 1 came by 
tlie Boundary sineltor workmen were 
iiiiliiiuling eoUo and 1 was told the smel- 
ter was preparing' to blow in tho first 
of tliis coming week. 
: NEW KO.VD COMING. 

"The railro.Td situation is much bet- 
ter than it has been in the past. The 
Canadian I'acific is uow the only Hue 
in there, but it is generally believed that 
the Great Northern system will e.vtond 
its line from Curlew iu the immediate 
future. The company has been workin?; 
for a right of way, and seems to be nea f 
the accomplislinient of their aim. The 
line crosses both the Ivcttle Valley lii.c 
and the Canadian Pacific, and it has lo 
ifight for concessions from these people, 
but the new road cauuot be stood off 
muoli lonsor. 

"Tho benefits of a second line will be 
very p:reiit. It surely cannot increase 
rates, and is almost certain to result in 
some reductions. Tliero will bo plenty 
of tonn.Tpe tliero witlihi two or three 
years to give two roads all the hauling 
tlioy need. Tho Canadian Pacific already 
has all it can do to take care of the 
Oranliy output. The fact tliat the Great 
Northern system is fjoinir in tliero nets 
as a stiinnlunt, and enijOurages mine- 
owners in developing their properties to 
their full capacity, knowing that they 
■will always be sure of a market ou rea- 
sonable terms. 

IJAlTa CONCESSIONS MADE. 

"Two aspects oC tlie railroad question 
vitally affect the snieltiug industry, the 
bringing in of fuel and tho carrying of 
the ores. Some concessions have been 
made iu both these particulars, and oth- 
ers are hoped for soon. The fuel has 
to be all brought in, and anything which 
lowers the rate on it directly benefits the 
mine-owner. Tho ores are all low grade, 
and large quantities hare to be handled 
in order to make the properties pay. 
Anything which affects the cost of 
liaudliug even in the slightest degree be- 
comes of groat importance. 

"Tho amount of ore aandled gives the 
roads a great deal of hauling, ..^nd a 
large per cent, of the value oB tho ore 
goes iu freiglits. Tlie railroads ^ipre- 
ciato this fact, and have shown a dis- 
ixjsition to favor tlio miue-owners iu 
every possiljle way. The good fooling 
prevailing between the carriers aud the 
mining cuuipaiiies is a feature tliat ac- 
counts in some measure for the feeling 
of satisfactidn in tlie district. The close- 
ness with whii'li the interests of the 
two parties are joined insures a continu- 
ance of these conditions, i

\'alley lines at the Granby smelter to- 
dnv. Tho shipments were made up us 
follows: San Foil, 100 tons; North San 
Foil, 100 tons, nnd tho Princess Maud, 
50 tons. 

Twelve cars are now being loaded ■^vith 
ore at Itepiiblic, and the ICettle Valley 
lines have just ordered twenty additiun-il 
oro cars. 

Tho volume of IJepublie ore than cm 
be treated hero will be restricted tem- 
porarily, for, owing to the low water iii 
tho Kettle river, whence the Granby 
siuelter derives its electrical iwwer, only 
two furnaces are in operation. 

The smelters at Grand Forks aud 
Boundary Fall; have' agreed to take a 
ma.ximur,' of 123 tons of Itepublic ore 
daily. Tih arrangement, which will be 
permauent, will afford some relief, and 
tho situation will be further improved as 
soon as tho two remaining furnaces of 
thi> Granby plant are blown in.

Admiral lirailford of the liurean of 
K<|iilj)nieiit. who has direction over the 
Ijoard appointed to (leclde upon the system 
of wireless telegraph.v which shall be 
adopted by the navv. has given consider- 
able time to tills sclentlllc siibJeCt. lie Is 
■positive that wireless telegraphy will be 
of hivaluable service between ships nt 
sea. 'Particularly does he see the luiport- 
aiiee of Its use la times of war, or In 
ca.ses wlKue one ship Is In diatress or ilis- 
astor and desires to icommunlcate for 
a.ssLstaneo. 

in • thin eoanoctlon he said recently: 

"It will be readily understood what a 
great advantage this system Is at sea, as 
it enables a ship to report lier location 
and «.'onditlon or ask for asslstanci^ from 
other shlp.s many mlle.s away (iirobably 
at least (iO to lOOi wltihont dltllculty. Mes- 
snges can 'he transmitted over 'the sea with 
much more facility thiin over land, and 
■probably twice as far. The range of this 
apparatus for Intelligible signals Is at 
preseat unknown, it Is ibelng Increased 
by the u.so of more powerful appliances. 

"Another llln.stnablon may lie made of 
Its military vabie. Kor Instance, sniniose 
a llagslilii Is iiiu'hored In Ilavaua liarhor.

Montague A. Holbein,, an English ath- 
lete, -who is noted for feats of eudurauco 
on land and "water alike, tolls; iu the 
ILondon Express, the dilUculitcs that bo- 
sot the aquatic athlete. 

"It is my exiieriouco," says Mr. Hol- 
bein, "that many people thiuk n Channel 
swim is a mutter of strolling down to tho 
beach, donning a bathing costume, ^valk- 
iiig into the s^a and swimming as fur ae 
possible. As a matter of fact, there is si 
groat deal of prolimiuary work _ to be 
done before attetnptiiig any long distance 
sea tiwimmiiig. Several months before 1 
intend making a specially protracted 
trip I go into training, aud here I may 
say that training for swimming ditt'erB 
consideraaily from that of any other 
sport. 

. "The igrreatest obstacle which has to be 
'contended with is cold. Itemaining :ii 
the water for mutny hours is it terri')'i> 
trial to the circulation of most poop e, 
and quite bars any training known to 
athletes as "fine." One must, thou - 
fore, so train as to leave the body well 
covered with flesh, in addition to hav- 
ing tho muscular system iu good condi- 
tion. 

"lUifl'orent methods suit different jieo- 
ple. I make a very little change only 
ill my diet, eating a little less vegetable 
food than uiidtn- ordinary circuiustaii. 
(Jiice or twice a week' I take a long 
■walking exercise, and indulge in a si.x 
or seven hours' swim every two or three 
days. Half an liour'.s exercise with a 
developer ou the days when I urn not 
■waiiung 1)1' s\vliiiiniiig C'lpuiletes the m;ii- 
ciilar part of the training". 

"1 have never been a smoker, ami 
never while training take any stimulant. 
About twenty iiiinutes befiin- the end of 
some yjrticularly heavy and protrac ed 
eflort 1 sometimes take some overproof 
brandy and egg. This enables one to put 
in a good .spurt at the finish, but if tak- 
en long before tho end of the swim the 
ellect i.s far more harmful than good. I 
uuiy say that I thitik smoking is more 
injurious to a man's staying power than 
moderate drinking^ .Spirits, however, 
are very harmful, even if taken moder- 
ately. 

"In aildilioii to feeiling well ii|) to the 
day of the attempt, I believe in constant 
nourisliiiieiit during the cITorl. In fact. I 
try to get something about every liaif 
hour. I hold that a swimiiier should 
not wait to fool the need of food, but 
continue to take small quaiitilies at .short 
initorvals. The driver of .:t railway 
engino from JCewcastlu to London woulil 
not delay Btohing up until tho lire was 
low, 

"This rr-TOlnds mo of a laboring man 
who once invited me to witness a long 
swim he |)i-iipnsed to undertake. All that 
lie had with him v.-m, ,i little bread and 
chei'se and a bottle of whi-^kcv, the lat- 
ter in case ho should get cold. Before 
ho had been four hours In the water a\ 
had to drag him out to save him frma 
driMviiiiig. He had become liopelesslv 
inebriateil. 

"1 strongly recoinmeiiil raw eggs, hot 
milk, hot tea and beef tea as refreshin'.' 
ami staying foods. lOveii witli good 
1 raining and a proper provision of suit- 
able food (111 the trip, many other dilll- 
citlties always arise, such as tides, winds 
and weather. 

."There are only certain days, nt somo- 
•^vllat rare Intervals, when one can have 
any reasonable hope of swimming the 
'Channel. 

••Tlie steering r|ucst!on is one of great 
dilliculty and anxiety for those who 
direct me. In n.;, former attempt to 
swim the li^liaiiiiel this was especially 
dillicult. The sea became so xotigli that 
I was liliiideil by the action of the salt 
water ii|ii)ii my eves, anil had to be- 
shouled at every inoiueiit. . Onc(\ after 
a tussle with a wave which iiitched iiio 
about jiretty violently, my pilots lost 
sight of me completely for soino time, 
'liiey eveiiluaily discovered iiie swim- 
ming some one Iniiulred and fifty yards 
astern, and *;aw to their consternation 
that I had turned iiliiuit and was luak- 
iiig full speed back toward the -Frencli 
coast. 

".My eyes must be naturally weak, for 
they are the only part of my auatomy 
that seems any tho worise for the long 
stay ill the briny. After some hoiiis" 
swimming the salt rend'?rs me Quite 
[liliiid and causes considerable agony. 
This blindness does not make matters 
easier f-or my pilots. I have, therefore, 
been expcTimeiiting this yt?ar with a 
small mask Avliidi tiglitl.v lits over the 
upper part ol' my face ami is litled witii 
two watch glasses to «i'e through. The 
one I wore iu my rcTent Dover to liams- 
gato swim, ■^vhen the weather was vej-y 
rough, answered so admirably that I d - 
cideil to use it on the Channel journi'y 
last night. 

"I need hardly say that tlio air-tight 
mask lieciunes rather depressing after a 
wliil(>. and I \yinild niueh sooner bc' with 
<Jiit one. 1 (ic) not believe, however, iu 
allowing considerations of persiuial com- 
fort to stand in the way of the chances 
of success. 

' "Those who have known me as a 
twenty-four hours' road cyclist wore sur- 
prised at my tinning to swimming, the 
two si>:o-|s not being generally found 
hand 111 liiiiid. 1 1 came abmit i ii a curious 
way. 1 met with a serious accident while 
cycling, wlli.-h resulted in a fraelure.i 
leg. The injiiri"l liiiili was very stilT mi 
recovery, and my doctor reeouiiiiend -,1 
swimming t'> beuetit the limb. Iu '-arrv- 
iiig out his direction 1 grew so prolicient 
that I soon became ambitions to hold 
siiuie swimming reeiirds. 

"As the crow Hies the distance across 
the Channel is about twenty-one miles, 
■hut the curri'iits cause one to take_ a 
course resembling a capital W. which 
lengthens the journey to about thitty- 
;live or forty miles. For the first five 
■miles the tide is helpful, but after that 
it takes one right out' of the way. 

"Kveu wth suitable tides the win Is 
may be contrary. A south-south-east 
iwind is most favorable, while a north 
nortlnvostor is dead against one, and 
c'auses the salt water to break over one's 
face. 

"The stroke I Jiiid most nsofu! is oik^ 
of my own iiiveiitioii. Lying on 'uv 
back, I bring the hands from the th'.g'is 
close to my body up tlie chest. With 
a liirii (if the wrist ami the elbow I ex- 
tiuid the arms beyond the head until tho 
hands meet. I then bring them ^vitil 
an outward and downward Kwee|i. with 
as mucii -ijower as possible, to the thighs. 

"Ill this way the hands never leave ,'ie 
water, and m the minimum^ resistai'ce 
is offered to a contrary wind. This 
stroke also keeps mo high in tho ■^vator. 
About twont.y-t"wo to tho minute is the 
rate of .stroking I find most profitable. 
'Mr. friend Mr. Gray who frequently 
times me, tells me that I rarely vary the 
rate by so much as one sttolce a minute 
'from start to finish. 

"h'or a change I turn on to my siuo or 
breast for fifteen or twenty minutes, but 
the back stroke; is the host, twenty-one 
of wliieli lire equal to about twenty-four 
or iweuty-five of the other strokes. 
'Xeedless to say, the dilTereuco of energy 
expended is far from being a negligible 
quantity in long distance. 

"My final advice to aspirants for long 
distance honors is tint to be afrai;l ;o 
take it out of thenisolves in training. 
iTho more hard work the better."

What a Canadian is Uoiyg in Xndia. 

'From Montreal Witness. . 

To establish a large electrical plant 
in the midst of a savage country, thou- 
sands of miles from any manufacturing 
centre, scores of miles from u seaport, 
aud thirty from the nearest railway 
station, seems a work almost ou a level 
with tho deeds of the owuers ot the 
magic lamps aud ring's of Arabiuu le- 
gend. But when, instead of obed:eut 
genii, the workmen employed are an 
ignoraut . peoploi ' who require guidance 
and direction, at. every, hand's turn, and 
who perform "their labors fearing all the 
time the wrath ot the gods, when plague, 
malaria and cholera frequently decimate 
their ranks, and to cap all, when the 
work entails the harnessing of a treach- 
erous Indian river, subject to sudden 
Hoods and freshets, the value of the 
tact, courage and resource of the mod- 
oni miracle worker are seen to lie beyond 
all comparison Avith the spells of an 
'Aladdin or an All Baba. This is, lio-w- 
ever, the work iu which a 'Canadian en- 
gineer, Ciipt. ,Toly de Lotbiniere, has 
been for some time engaged, and which 
has just brought to a_, successful con- 
clusion. Tho Cauverey is one of the 
principle rivers iu southern. India, ris- 
ing in tho mountains of Ooorgana, 'flow- 
lug eastward for -some five hundred 
miles through 'Mysore and Madras. At 
several stages of its course it is used 
lor irrigation, but only lately have its 
falls been more than shrines for ile- 
votees and objects of natural beauty. 
'Utilizing tame eleidiants and bullock for 
the carriage of his machinery from tho 
railway, (.'apt. do Lotbiniere has con- 
structed his magnificent generating sta- 
tion at the foot of one of these. Tho 
works are file largest in the British oni- 
liire and the seooiid largest in the world, 
anil through their means -ie^'-iO horse- 
power will be carried ninety miles 
through jiingie and forest for use in tlio 
Klar gold fields. The name of Capt. 
,Ioly de Lytbiiiiere has therefore be- 
come almost as highly celebrated iu one 
ilield of labor as that of Sir I'eri-y Oir- 
ouard in another. That they "drive the 
roail aud bridge the ford'' is beltl by 
Kijiling as one evidence of the divine 
missiun of the British peoples, liecaiise 
it is but a material miinifestal!c,n of 
the greater work in 'clearing the iaml 
lit evil' ami makiiiL' sure to eiirli one 
the fruits of bis labor. It should be a 
matter <if pridi^ to all t ':i iiadia ns to see 
Iwi) of their count ryiiieii, of l-'reiieh or- 
igin, living MO slrelllioilsly ll|i tu the 
best traditions of the empire. The sight i 
shoiiid encourage other colonials to efforts 
in a similar spiiil. aiol is in itself a 
gimrantee that the courage, iiildress and 
resDurcefuliiess which so largely contrib- 
ute to the success of British arms in 
South Africa will nov.:jbe turned into no- 
bler aud more glorious fields of peace- 
ful usefulness.

That the best thing which can happen 
to either Xowtoumllami or Canada is to 
fuUil the work of tho late Sir .John A.

is the most emphatic belief of Dr. Mur- 
i-ay .McFarlaiie, who has just retiinied 
to Toronto from a lisliing trip over tho 
island at the gateway to the St. Law- 
rence. -A.'ore than that, he iillirmH that 
it is the view of the vast majority of 
tho pcof le ho mot ip the colony. "The 
people there, says Dr. McFarlano, are 
not satisfied with the present political 
or so."iologicnl condition of their coun- 
try. Ihcy are citizens of Britain's old- 
est colony, yet they find themselves in- 
habiting a land of extraordinary rich- 
ness, inheriting every blessing that a 
protiigiil nature could bestow, but ■with 
every avenue to prosperity apparently 
blocked and a general stagnation whicn 
is most discoiiraging to everybody. A 
few people, ot course, the doctor admits, 
are not anxious for any change, but 
iiiaiiy of these are persons who are fat- 
tening iijiou this siilTeriiigs of the rest, 
glowing rii'h out of the poverty ot the 
less fortumite. To such an e.vteiit is this 
idea of the necessity of a change fixed 
oil the general intelligence that Dr. Mc- 
l''arliiiie regards the position as at pres- 
ent reall.v dnngerous. The general run 
of Xewfouiullamlers regard themselves 
IIS neglected by Canada, and there is a 
danger, especially if tho Bond-Blaine 
treaty becomes operative, of their turn- 
ing their eyes t« the United States in 
the hope of getting the national ini- 
liottis from th'at'country which they dc^ 
serve but cannot apparently obtain from 
their Canadian cousins. This is accentu- 
ated by tlu^ fatt tlfat the majority of 
ttiurists visiting tho island are citizeiiH 
of the great i\>piiblic, with plenty of 
money to s|)enil ami a keen eye to the 
marvelous tindevelopod possibilititrs of 
the colony. 

The Kreneh .Khore question is. ot 
course, the burning issue of the day. as 
it has been for so man.y years. It is a 
paiiiful thing, says I)r'. Mcl'"arlane, to 
see British wa:'ships patrolling tlie dis- 
puted shore in order to drive away Brit- 
ish subjects from the coast, and preserve 
to tho French the privilege -which thev 
gradually arrogated to themselves a« 
rights. The prevailing opinion among tho 
people of Newfoundlaud is but for tb's 
confederation would be easy. But they 
feel that .Sir. Wilfrid iLaurier's sj-m- 
imthies are against them; that he, a 
l-'reiicliman, is not an.vious to take any 
part in the delicat.e ucgol iatioiis iiivolveil 
in the ^settlement of this an(nent di'i- 
pute. The conmiamliug position of tlie 
island, however, with its iiiiilinierable 
magiiilicoiit fjonls ami harbors, i.s .such 
that the sitiiiilioii cannot be ignored, 
ill Dr. '.McFarlane's view. lie is con- 
vinced that it v.'ould be a great benefit 
lo Canada and an oven greater blessiiig 
to Newfoundland, for it to become a 
province of the Dominion.

There \v:is hut a very poor attendance 
ill Labor Hail yesterday erealng on the 
occa.sion oC the address of the Uov. \V. 
(i. Shearer, iu the iuterests of the Lord's 
Day Alliance. . , , . 

Senator SlucdoiinUl occupinl !ao chnir, 
and Mr. Shearer delivered si. .. very in- 
teresting remarks upon the subject of 
"Labor, Liberty and the Lords Day." 
Lie claimed that the laliurers had a pe- 
culiar interest in wishing; to have the 
Lord'« Lay observed. One day iu seven

elarcil, been aljsolutely proven that hu- 
jnaii vitality demanded one day's ri;st 
in seven days, in order to preserve its 
fiiuilibriiim. Tliere were other consid- 
erations why the working man should 
preserve tho rest day iu its entirety; and 
ou 'thi8 point Iter.

The average man iu the lon^' 
run only received six days' pay for sev- 
en days' worli. The Lord's Day Alli-

Tho steamer Uyogo IMaru, which ar- 
rived at Yokohama on August IS, was 
near the Island of Torijiuia, the popula- 
tion of Avhieh were killed by a volcanic 
eruption a few days previously. Some 
pl;icc the poimlatioii of the ishiud at SO, 
;imi others at 17'J. All must have per- 
ished. JiJariy ou tile morning of August 
It), tho captain of the llyogo saw the 
eruption of a isubmarine volcano near 
Torijiuia, occasionally vomiting huge vol- 
umes of smoke. The steamer eautlons- 
ly approached the Island, taking sound- 
ings «ll the time and giving signal whis- 
tles announcing hor arrival to the island- 
ers. Tliere was, Iiowever, no response 
on their piirt. dudgiug from the smoke 
wliii h covered the .summit of the island 
at that time, ami the immense quautity 
of lava heaped up on the entire coast 
line, and also from the fact that eome 
parts of the slioru h;id greatly changed in 
shape, it Avas not dilUcult to conclude 
that another feiirful eruption had pre- 
viously tekeii place ou the island, hury- 
ing the entire populiitiou umler tho lieap 
of ashes. The steamer left the island 
on the same day at noon. The biggest 
cr;iter on Torijiuia .is sui)posed to bo in 
the centre of the island, not fur from 
tho place where the inhabitants had 
tlieir dwellings. There are also a few 
'more craters on the island actually emit- 
ting siuoko and hiva. Tho captain be- 
lieves that all the inhabitants must 
have perished by this sad disaster, as 
almost the entire island is covered with 
ashes. Ilo ohservcd that the greatest 
height attained by the submarine erup- 
tion was about GoO feet ubovo sea level, 
covering an ureji of about 1,0<)() feet, 
ami with vioieiit eruptions a*, intervals 
of 1.") or niinntes, and many smaller 
ones ut shorter intrrviils, seen from a 
distance of JKl miles. The water for 
nboat L'.'i miles soulli of Torijima was 
eousiderabl.v discolored.
